Death of an Ex-Cabinet Minister.

Wasuinoton, Oct. 13.—Ex-Secretary 
of War W. W. Belknap was found 
dead this morning in his room adjoin- 
ing his office at 1420 New York Ave- 
nue. The corover has been saum- 
moned. It is thought his death was 
due to paralysis. 

A FURTHER ACCOUNT. 

Wasuineton, Oct. 11.—General W. 
W. Belknap, Secretary of War during 
President Grant’s term, was found 
dead in bed this morning. It is be- 
lieved his death occurred between 1 
o’clock Saturday night and 9 o’clock 
Sunday morning. From John W. 
Cameron, Genera! Belknap’s business 
associate, it is learned that for some 
time it bas been the General’s habit 
to meet a few friends at the home of 
Dr. Hill, who lives less than a square 
away, for a social game of cards. Sat- 
urday night he was with them “as 
usual and remained until nearly mid- 
night, when he returned to his apart- 
ments in the Evans building at 1420 
New York Avenue, presumably to 
retire immediately. 

He was never again seen. alive. 
About 8:30 this marning Cameron .ar- 
rived at the building, and proceeded 
to the second floor where their offices 
and the General’s apartments were 
located, 

The servant girl who keeps the 
rooms in order rapped at the door and 
inquired if General Belknap was out 
of the city, eaying she had several 
times since Sunday morning tried the 
doors, but found them locked. 

The door was then forced open, and 
the body was found partly uncovered 
on the bed, with the left arm bent 
rigidly towards the bead and the left 
hand tightly clinched, as though death 
had come while he was in convulsions. 
The bed clothes were somewhat dis- 
arranged, as if there had been a slight 
struggle for breath. © 

The physicians summoned, after 
making a brief examination, ex pressed 
the opinion that déath resulted from 
a stroke of appoplexy. 

The coroner soon afterward arrived 
and took the body in charge. An 
autopsy disclosed the fact that the 
immediate cause of death was inflam- 
mation of the inner lining of the heart. 

Mrs. Belknap, who was in New 
York, was summoned by telegraph, 
also the General’s son, Hugh, from 
Chicago. For some years Belknap 
has been almost a constant sufferer 
from gou®™ In February he had a 
severe attack, and since that time he 
lost in flesh between thirty and forty 
pounds and he has been in poor health.

The county would thus have the 
storage system which I have acquired, 
and which, in its present condition, 
is sufficient to protect from drought a 
largely increased area of land, and is 
capable of great development at com- 
paratively little expense, as well as 
about 75,000 acres of land, the total 
cost of which woald be about $153,750, 
or a little over two dollars per acre. 
Every acre of this land could be put 
under irrigation and would be worth 
nearly as much as the irrig .ed land 
on the Truckee Meadows, which sells 
from $75 to $150 per acre. Assuming 
that it would be worth when under 
irrigation and with water rights at- 
tached only $40 pér acre, the total 
value of it would be $3,000,000. 

What would it cost to put this land 
into a condition which would make it 
thus valuable. It is certainly an ex-

.ompletion of the storage system 
necessary for this work would cost 
$150,000 in addition to what has heen 
expended. My own judgment is that 
a much less sum would accomplish all 
the storage required. Thentwocapals 
would have to be constructed, one 
capable of carrying 25,000 inches, to 
be taken out of the Truckee river 
above Essex, and thence running to 
Lemmon’s valley. The canal could 
be carried around this valley and 
across the ridge into Warm Springs 
valley, and would thus supply 45,000 
acres of land, for as the land would 
gradually become saturated, the esti- 
mated allowance of one inch to the 
acre (which 1 am satisfied is an ex- 
travagunt estimate) would be unneces- 
sary. I have bad a survey of this 
canal made. It is practical, but ex- 
Egon It will cost about $425,000. 
he second canal, intended to supply 
30,000 acres of land lying east of 
Wadsworth, woald be taken out from 
the Truckee river above that town, 
and would cost about $150,000.

After parting with the land the 

county would still own the storage 

works and canals, and could charge 

for the use of the water at least one 

dollar and fifty cents per acre, which 

would give the vounty an income of 

$112,500 per annum. This, in itself, 

after paying the cost of maintenance, 

would be ample to yield the county a 

fair rate of interest upon the original 

amount invested in storage and irriga- } 
tion works. 

So.it is safe to say that whatever 

the couuty receives from the sale of 

75,000 acres of land, with water rights 

attached, would be clear profit. If 

the land sold for forty dollars per acre 

the profit would be $3,000,000. If it 

sold for thirty dollars per acre’ the 

rofit would*be $2,250,00). If it sold 

or only twenty dollars per acre the 

profit would be $1,500,000. « In con- 

veying the land the county would at- 

tach to it a water right of one-half an 

inch to the acre, exacting, as is done 

in Fresno county, California, an an- 

nual payment of one dollar and fifty 

cents for maintenance and interest on 

the investment. 

In order to enter upon this work the 

county would have to be authorized to 

borrow $1,000,000 and to issue bonds 
theréfor which would be secured by 

the sto works, the canal property 

and the lands, as well as the general 

credit of the county. If this work 

were not undertaken by the county, 

it might be done by the State by 
means of a State reclamation commis- 
sion, such as that at present existing, 

and in that event the State would 
make the expenditure and also the 
pro.it. 

So also on the Carson. As shown 
on the map of the Carson river irriga- 
tion and water-storage system, the 
lands capable o: irrigation amount to 
over 150,000 acres. Irrigated land in 
Douglas. coonty readily sells at from 
forty. to.sixty dollars per acre, which 
would make a total of § ,750,000 for 
this land. The title to all this land 
is vested in the General Government, 
with the exception of the 22,500 acres 
in Upper Carson valley belonging to 
Dangberg, Greeley, Noteware, Spring- 
ineyer =, as heretofore ex- 
plained, about 7,000 acres in Lyon 
coonty belonging to the railroad, and 
the land which*I have recently ac- 
quired from the State and which I 
hold subject to any enterprise it may 
inaugurate during the coming winter. 
‘The State eo select for itself all the 
land, the title to which is now in the 
General Government. 

If all the owners of these desert 
lands would restore their lands to the 
State at cost, as I am willing to do, 
the State would then have 150,000 
acres of land at a cost of, say, $187,500. 
I own or control almost all of the Long 
valley reservoir site, all of the Lower 
Carson reservoir site, and a part of the 
Middle Carson reservoir site, and have 
expended in all upon the Carson river 
for reservoir sit2s, surveys and lands 
about $25,000. The cost of canals 

to lead the water to these 


‘\lands would amount to very little, 


probably not more than $150,000, for 
the reason it is very easy to take out 
the water of the Carson, as the arid 
lands sought to be irrigated lie near the 
level of the river itself, and not upon

I have not estimated in the cost of 
the Carson and Truckee river enter- 
| ises tle cost of distributing ditches, 
for these are generally constracted by 
'the settlers themselves. In addition 
‘to this, the State world secure as 
| rvenue from the water rights attached 
to these lands the sum of one dollar 
and a half per acre, making $225,000 
per annom, which would pay for 
maintenance and return a large rate 
of interest upon the original invest- 
ment. 

This Carson river enterprise could 
be undertaken by the State, or by a 
water district, consisting of Douglas, 
Ormsby, Lyon and Churchill counties, 
which would issue their bonds, secured 
by the resefvoirs, canals and lands, 
as well as by the general credit of the 
district. If both enterprises, namely, 
that on the Truckee as well as that on 
the Carson, were undertaken by the 
State by means of a board of reclama- 
tion commissioners, it is readily seen 
that from the profits on the 'ands and 
the income derived from the reservoirs 
and canals, a fund for reclamation 
could be established which would ulti- 
mately reclaim every acre of land 
capable of reclamation in the State. 
If, however, it should be concleded 
that neither the State, the counties 
nor districts can enter safely upon the 
work of construction of dams and 
canals, owing to the danger of dis- 
honesty or extravagance which fre- 
quently attends the construction of 
public works, it seems to me that it 
would be a wise policy for the State, 
or the counties, or districts, to acquire 
available reservoir sites, and also the 
tit'e to all Government land within 
their reach. Otherwise there would 
be danger of such land and sites fall- 
ing into the hands of individvals for 
sp2culalive purposes, which would 
seriously interfere with all our pro- 
jected enterprises. The State having 
acquired the reservoir sites and the 
lands subj 2t to them, can then nego- 
tiate upon favorable terms with con- 
tractors or capitalits for their develor - 
ment, looking for its reward to the 
increase oi the taxable property of the 
State, and not to the profits oi the 
more near In all such cases the 
State should have general sur :rvision 
of the work done by private enterprise, 
and wise laws should be enacted to 


regulate and control the distribution 
of the water so as to secure equality of 
right. 

Of course a long time would be re- 


the enterprises so easily projected on 
papor, and many disappointments 
would cscur which cannot now be} 
easily foreseen, but it is saie to say 
that the State has in its 2,000,000-acre 
grant, pot yet exhausted, a basis for 
the organization oi reclamation 
schemes which would soon develop 
the basins of the Truckee, Carson, 
Walker and’ Humboldt rivers, and 
lead eventually to the reclamation of 
of other valleys. Along the Humboldt 
ones the union of the Central 
*ecific Railroad grant, and the 2,000,- 
OC }-acre.grant, would yield large and 
continuous bodies of rich and produc- 
tive land, to which water by some wise 
system could be applied. 
The first step the State should take 
is to stop sales under its 2,000,000-acre 
grant, toemploy on experienced hy- 
draulic and irrigating engineer, and 
after having laid out a broad and com- 
prehensive plan, to enter upun the 
the work, or to entrust it to county or 
district organization, or to private en- 
terprise as may be deemed advisable, 
his communication is addressed to 
the public beiore the meeting of the 
political conventions and the session 
of the Legislature in the hope that it 
may furnish food for reflection and re- 
sult in the adsption of a broad and 
comprehensive policy. The purchases 
which I have made and to which [ 
have alluded have simply been made 
to aid this work, and without view of 
profit, but ii the State should not take 
charge of the matter at the coming 
session of the Legislature, I shall then 
hold myself f:ee to pursue such a 
course (as a matter of enterprise and 
profit), as 1 may deem prox :r, either 
to secure the reimbursement of my 
expenditures or the development of 
my purchases.

THE COUNTRY GROCERY. 


These Establishments. 

How surprisingly one country grocery 
“store” resembles another. It is as ‘f 
they were all intentionally modeled 
after a given pattern. Dry goods, chiefly 
calicoes, for rural dames and damsels, 
always occupy the shelves on the left; 
crockery, tinware and barreled goods in 
the rear; miscellaneous foods and other 
articles on the shelves to the right, and 
near the door a glass-covered case full 
of “notions” of all sorts. The variety 
of wants supplied by such a “store” is 

simply marvelous. A representative of 
the Washington Star happened into 
one the other day in a village down tho 


paper and envelopes, pen, ink and pos- 
tage stamps, amused himself with tak- 
ing note of some of the things offered 
for sale. 

The “‘notion” case alone was a small 
museum. Among other articles in it 
were tooth-brushes, cologne, carpenters’ 
pencils, back hair combs, thimbles, 
sleeve-buttons, watch keys, bay rum, 
spectacles, shirt studs, rubber nipples 
for babies’ bottles, crochet needles, 
pocket mirrors, scissors and 
strings. Also, in the same case were 
banjo strings, fishing tackle, knives, 
babies’ rubber rings, jew’s-harps, 
mouth organs, tooth-powders, violin 
rosin, ginger cakes, prize pack- 
ages containing 
tin horns anda few yards of lace. 

On the other shelves behind were 
shirts,collars and cuffs and neckties; also 
straw and other hats, many boxes full of 
shoes, blacking and brushes. Beyond the 
shelves full of calicoes were crockery, 
brass ware, tin ware, twine for making 
seines, lamp-shades andchimneys, glass 
ware, canvas for sails, lamps, coffee, 
grinders, carpenters’ tools, molasses, 
vinegar and liquors, padlocks, popcorn, 
boxes of roasted peanuts, paints and 
oils, toothpicks and ice skates. Around 
on the other side were patent medicines, 
chewing tobacco, cigars, powder and 
shot, wash-tubs and boards, soap, blu- 
ing, school crayons, slates and books. 
All sorts of canned goods, preserves 
and pickles were in stock; also sauces, 
confectionery, clocks, castor oil, honey, 
cough drops, mustard plasters, porous 
plasters, glue, nails, rope and pills. 
There was even a supply of ready-made 
clothing, likewise salt meats and rat 
poison. 

This will give a slight notion of the 
stock of a typical country grocery. 
Such an establishment must have every 
thing that anybody can by any possibi- 
lity want, and much of the stuff it 
deals in lies on the shelves sor years 
before the right customer comes along. 


SHE MADE HIM NAUGHTY.
